Willoughby 
acquitted of rape, 
guilty of restraint

A Madison County judge on 
Tuesday acquitted a Venice man 
of attempted rape but a jury 
found the man guilty of the one 
remaining felony charge against 
him, unlawful restraint. 

Chief Criminal Court Judge 
Edward C. Ferguson acquitted 
Larry Willoughby, 46, of aggra- 
vated criminal sexual assault 
after Willoughby’s attorney 
asked for a directed verdict on 
the charges in mid-trial. 

Defense attorney Ron Slemer 
said there was insufficient evi- 
dence demonstrated by the pros- 
ecution on any of the charges. 

Slemer cited other rape-at- 
tempt cases, saying that a con- 
viction would require a ‘‘sub- 
stantial act toward the 
commission”’ of a rape. 

While the 61-year-old victim 
testified. that, Willor iby day: on 
top of her and told her of his 
intentions, Ferguson ruled that 
this was not enough to constitute 
an attempted rape. 

“It falls short of being a sub- 
stantial Step toward the act of 
penetration,” Ferguson said_ 

The charges stem from an 
April 18, 1991, occurrence in 
which Willoughby went to the 
woman’s Mitchell home at 
around 6 a.m. According to the 
woman's testimony, Willoughby 
was let into the residence by her 
19-year-old grandson, who lives 
with her. 

The woman said she thought 
that her grandson had let some 
friends into the house, so she 
was not surprised to hear some- 
one use the home’s bathroom,

Baby welfare bill will be reintroduced 


SPRINGFIELD — Sen. Frank 
Watson isn’t letting a defeat stop 
him from pushing a bill that 
would put restrictions on welfare 
mothers who continue to have 
babies. 

His reworked proposal will be 
brought before a Senate commit- 
tee within the next two weeks. 

The: bill w defeated last 
week by the Public Health, Wel- 
fare and Corrections Committee 
which deadlocked 7-7 almost 
entirely along party lines. The 
only Democrat voting for the bill 
was Frank Savickas of Chicago. 

Watson, R-Greenville, has said 
his bill would eliminate what he 
describes as an incentive for 
welfare mothers to have children 
because they want $50 to $100 
more a month 

“If anyone voted for it, they 
should be ashamed of them- 
selves,’ said Doug Dobmeyer, 
executive director of the Public 
Welfare Coalition of Chicago. 
“Anyone who has raised kids 
knows what it is like to have 
money eliminated.” 


“I’m not trying to hurt peo- 


ple," Watson argued. ‘I am try- 
ing to help people help them- 
selves. We can’t keep throwing 
money at poverty like we've 
been doing for generations. A 
new direction and philosophy is 
needed.”" 

The bill angered Dobmeyer 
and representatives of other wel- 
fare e Froups when Watson intro- 
duc: it this year as a way to 
help cash-strapped Illinois 
reduce a rising public aid bill 
and help spur women to get off 
of welfare rolls. 

Welfare advocates have said 
claims of women having babies 
to reap more welfare is a myth 
Though public aid is growing, 
welfare families are getting 
smaller, they said, and the extra 
money doesn’t pay for much 
more than diapers. 

Watson said his bill would 
have no negative impact since 
mothers would still be eligible 
for Medicaid, and every $3 
reduction in payments under the 
Aid to Families with Dependent 
Children program would equal a 
$1 increase in food stamps. 





“I am afraid in a lot of cases 
the money isn’t being used for 
the children anyway,” he said. 

Similar proposals have been 
introduced in other states, most 
recently in Wisconsin, which got 
rave reviews from President 
George Bush. The Wisconsin pro- 
posal would include a pilot pro- 
gram to restrict aid for welfare 
mothers and encourage single 

rents to marry to stay off wel- 


re. 

A federal waiver is required 
for such proposals because half 
of AFDC money comes from the 
federal government. 

Watson's bill had capped 
monthly aid to welfare mothers 
at $479. A single woman with one 
child now gets $259 a month, 
about $100 for a second child and 
$53 for each child after that. 

A proposal that did pass the 
Welfare Committee Thursday, 
dubbed the ‘‘learnfare bill,’’ 
would reduce public aid to fami- 
lies which include a school drop- 
out. The bill, which passed 6-3, 
had: been introduced in previous 
sessions.
